How a Woman Became an In- 
voluntary Bigamist. 



An Exciting War-time Episode

other dsy s marriage bond was discover- 
ed thst recalled the reckless deeds that 
made Isaiah Colter, the guerrilla chief, 

terror to borderers in this state and 
Indiana during the late war. 

The bond held Colter iu the sum of 
$100 to marry Mrs. Emma Kulkerson snd 
Will H. Davidson, captain, C. S. A. was 
surety. 

The bond was issued January 11, 1805 
id the following indorsement was writ- 
ten on the margin of the instrument : 
"This bond and the license were ob- 
ilned by force of arms " 

J. B. Mahsmohx, D. C, 
E. E. Pats, Clerk 
Attached to the bond, also, was a cer- 
tificate in a womans' handwriting which 
lead as follows: 

I do hereby certify that I give my 
consent to Isaiah Colter to procure

The incidents coniiettwl^' 1 ' this 
bond and license exemplify tt* u "*' 
devil, recklessness that characterixetk 
Isaiah Colter when his star as a guerilla 
chieftain was in the ascendant. 
Kulkerson, the woman in the ca 
the wife of the captain of a United States 
gunbost stationed on the Ohio river at 
Hawesville. Colter hated the Union 
bated rattle-snakes and 
thought no trick too mean to play upon 
especial antipathy 
against Kulkerson and wishing to inflict 
the reilueinent of cruelty upon the latter 
he devised the wild scheme of stealing 
Kulkerson'* wife and marrying her. In 
accordance with his plana he came to 
Hawesville early in the morning of Jan- 
uary 11, 1806. He laid iu wait for Mrs 
Kulkerson and when she came np town 
some shopping, Colter, who was 
accompanied by Capt Davidson, leveled 
a revolver at the woman and compelled 
her to write the certificate as reproduced 
above. He also forced her to accompany 
him to th* court house, where the de- 
puty county clera was intimidated and, 
by the moral suasion ol a pistol leveled 
at hto head, induced to issue the mar- 
Tbe guerilla chieftain 
then escort- d Mrs. Kulkerson to the 
home of Kev. Hardin Ellis, where, in 
ol Capt. Davidson, shi 
became au iu voluntary bigamist. Tin

The most essential thing In securing 
a good light from a lamp ia oleanlineas. 
Keep the oil In a olose can or bucket, 
where dust cannot reach 11 Keep the 
founts of the lamp and all parts of the 
tubes that hold the wicks, as well as 
the burners, clean. A stiff little brush, 
abundance of clean cloths kept for the 
purpose and a bottle of alcohol should 
bo on hand to clean lamps A few drops 
of alcohol is better than water and 
soap for brightening the ohimneya and 
removing the oily soot tl ' 
en them and around the 



Brash the burner and all parts of the 
lamp free from bits of wick and dust 
Wipe all orovioHS and do not tolerate 
any lamp which contains convolutions 
of metal or porcelain that cannot be 
properly and easily cleaned out. Kero- 
of the best quality, is all 



the outside of metal founts. This must 
be daily removed. 

The beet way to trim a lamp wick, as 
every one now knows, is to remove only 
the charred portion of it without using 
the scissors If this Is done, there will 
be no danger of the wick being uneven. 
Lamps in regular use should have the 
charred part of the wiok removed at 
least three times a week. All lamps 
should be wiped off and filled daily. No 
burners should be allowed to become in- 
crusted with dust and oil, and they will 
not get in this condition if they are at- 



this flame will flicker a short time and 
finally go out By thia process one 
avoids the unpleasant odor which ac- 
companies the blowing out of a lamp. 
This odor is caused by a gas which is 
consumed when the lamp is turned 
down to a bine flame and allowed to go 
out by itself.— New York Tribnna 



How to Make Jelly lioj.. 

Sift 2% tablespoonfuls of yellow corn- 
meal, two tablespconfnls of white flour, 
a tablespoonful of sugar, a saltHpoonful 
salt and a teaspoonfnl of baking pow- 
der. Beat an egg and add to the dry 
mixture with enough milk to make a 
drop batter. Stir in a toaspoonful of 
melted bntter. Beat well and drop 
small spoonfuls into boiling lard, cook- 
ing carefully. Eat with sirup. 



Thia is a favorite creole way of conk- 
ing flsh. Red fish or red snapper makes 
the best court-bouillon, though any 
large fish with firm flesh may be used. 
Brown a teaspoonfnl of flour in one 
spoonful of lard. When well browned, 



quantity is generally a teacupful. Sim- 
mer slowly for about one-half hour. Ten 
minutes before serving add parsley, 
thyme and bay leave* Season to taste 
when first yon begin to cook the fish.
